Mob the black 
r ascal!” “ Kill the black Republican,” 
and similar shouts from an angry ' 
mob in Columbus last night sent the 
chill blood o f a thousand spectators 
curdling through their v eins, as suit­ 
able actions were being fitted to the 
threats o f the crowd o f fifty or more 
that attacked Frank Brown, a color­ 
ed boy o f Rushv ille. 
For a time it looked dangerous for 
Brown and many who stood about 
with bated breath thought he would 
be the v ictim o f 
the angry 
mob’s 
handiwork. 
Together with 
William 
Stewart, 
colored, Brown was 011 his way to the 
Pennsy lv ania train to return home 
when he w as accosted by two or 
three y oung men. 
One o f 
them 
stepped forward 
and 
deliberately 
stepped on Brown’s foot, shouting at 
the top o f his v oice in Brown’s ear 
for Marshall. 
Brown resented the 
“ smart alec’s ” attack with a word 
or two and the fight was on. 
The fellows had been looking for 
trouble. 
And they got it. 
Cowardly 
though was their attack for at least a 
dozen rained blows upon Brown and 
Stewart. 
A t# this juncture, George 
Bassett, a brother o f Elmer Bassett 
o f Shelby v ille, former 
prosecuting 
attorney here, took a hand in the af ­ 
fair, seeing so many on the two local 
fellows, and before 
many

had elapsed, succeeded in knocking 
down about six or eight o f the cow ­ 
ardly rioters.

Neither took effect, hut the 
shooting had the desired effect of 
breaking up the riot.

Brown 
rushed 
through, going in the front door and 
out the back. 
It was a deplorable af­ 
fair and wholly unav oidable on the 
part o f the Rushv ille participants.
